All 
which was Sav’d in the Theo-Crajie, as I fhew’d 
you in my Laft. The High-Prieft being Suf. 
ficiently Provided in al thefe things, without 
any Expence to the People. Who mut needs 
Groan at the firft Feeling of fuch a Weight, to 
which they had never before been us’d. But it 
was us'd in all their Neighbour Nations, to 
which they fo much Defir’d to be like. There- 
fore Samuel Reprefented all this to them, to 
Pivert them from their Purpofe: And Wrate 
ic in a Book, that they might Confider it the 
Better, and that it fhou'd be a Ad<emorial againkt 
them before the Lord, whole Eafie Government 
they had Forfaken. But they were Deaf'to this 
Argument too, like People Bent to their own 
Deftruétion ; and kept t© their Obftinate Wore, 
Chap. viii. 19. Nay, but there fhall be a King o- 
ver us; That we alfo may be like all the Nations ; 
and that our King may Fudge us, and go out before 
us, and Fight our Battles. 

Now what can the Whiggs make of this ? 
That this was not fo Good a State as the Theo- 
Crafie? That is Readily Granted, But that it 
was Worfe than Common-Wealth, or a Mad Po- 
pular Government, cannot be Inferr’d from any 
thing here faid. For’ nothing of Commen-Wealth 
was then known in the World. All was Abfo- 
Tote Monarchy, every where, and long after. 
therefore Samuel cou’d make no Comparifon be- 
awixt Monarchy andCommon-Wealth.Nor the Peo- 
‘ple. Forthey Asked a King. 

And as to the Servitude, and the Expence, 
eur Firft Common-Wealth in England,Rais’d upon 
the Ruins of K. Cha. 1. and of the People, coft 
the Nation more Money, and Rais’d more Taxes, 
than all their Kings before from Wiliam the 
Conqueror put together. That isMore in 10 or 12 
years, than the Kings in 500 years. This feems 
Incredible. But the Computation has been made 
and found True. And as to the State and Gran- 
dure of Kings, it is a Provifion for AZany of their 
Subjetts. And we find the Whiggs as Greedy as 
any, to have Places and Preferment at Court. Yet 
Rail at the Expence of Kings ! Good Men! 
As they are! For if they con’d bring us into 
a Common-Wealth again, they might get more in 
the Scramble. They are Us'd to it. And know 
the way better than other “Men.
